A CLOSE CALL
A Woman of Paper Alley Either AttemptsSuldde or

IS GIVEN A DOSE OF POISON
And Has a Harrow Escape From
Death.A Hale Friend Bays She
Did Hot Try Suicide, and That
Some Han Gave Her Poison in the
Food She Ate Sunday Evening.It
is Thought She Will Becover.

Paper Mtll alley, on the South Side,
was stirred up last night by what was

either an attempt at suicide or murder
via the pulson route.
Mrs. Carrie Shaw occupies apartmentson the first floor of a house on

the alley, near the railroad tracks. She
naa not uvea Wltn ner hubDana ior

some time. A young man. whore name
is said to be Charles Smith, shares the
apartments with her.
Last night, when Smith was leaving

the place, the woman asked him to remain,as she feared she was about to
become ill. Smith declined to stay. Returninglatrr, he found the room filled
with women from the neighborhood and
the woman violently ill. Dr. Waning
was called, and two police officers put
in their appearance.
Soon the woman was quieted, but it

could not be stated whether or not she
would recover.
There are two stories, one that the

woman took poison with suicidal Intent,and the other that someone pois-
oned the woman. Smith took no stock
in the suicide theory. He said:
"She wouldn't do that. She thinks

too much of me. She wouldn't do that,
not before I had done It."
Smith intimated that someone had

put poison in the woman's food, and
spoke of some man having been around
the place, but when he learned he was

talking to newspaper men he closed up
like a clam and was silent as the grave.
At midnight Dr. Haning said the womanhad undoubtedly taken a dose of

strichnine, whether voluntarily or not,
he was unable to say. He believed that
she would recover.

It develops that.tha woman was away
from her apartments throughout the
afternoon, and it must have been duringthis time that she took or was administeredthe poison. She is not in a

condition to tell her story yet.

New Building for Franklin.
